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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-7,9-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
cited does not teach the following limitations: 

• The Wiedemer Jr reference although teaching multiple amount of bulb holders 
threaded into a base and that base threaded into a socket, Wiedemer Jr. does 
not teach the second candle holder including an elongated panel having a top 
side having a plurality of wells extending therein, a pole being attached to and 
extending downwardly from a bottom side of the panel the pole having a free 
end defining a threaded male coupler and a plurality of bases for receiving the 
threaded male coupler and a plurality of mounts for selectively receiving a flower 
stem the mounts being attached to the peripheral wall of at lest two of the 
plurality of bases. 

• E.J. Wolter, although discloses a combined candelabra and flower holder with a 
plurality of candle holders held within a plurality of holding grommets, with a 
basket to hold flowers at the base of the candelabra, Wolter does not teach the 
combination of a first candleholder including an elongated plate having a top 
side having a plurality of wells, a rod being attached to a bottom plate the rod 
having a free end defining a threaded male coupler, the second candle holder 
including an elongated panel having a top side having a plurality of wells 
extending therein, a pole being attached to and extending downwardly from a 
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bottom side of the panel the pole having a free end defining a threaded male 
coupler and a plurality of bases for receiving the threaded male coupler and a 
plurality of mounts for selectively receiving a flower stem the mounts being 
attached to the peripheral wall of at lest two of the plurality of bases.
